HOMESTEAD LAWS, 


PERIODS OF RESIDENCE MAY 
BE REDUCED ON SHOWING 
OF CLIMATIO CONDITIONS. 


Instructions received yesterday by 
Register Groves and Receiver Mitch- 
ell of the local Land Office announce 
important changes in the homestead 
laws relating to prolonged absences 
from homesteads on account of cli- 
matic conditions. 

Under the law as it has hereto- 


fore stood, a homesteader is enti- 
tied to a leave of absence in one or 


ing in the aggregate tive months in 
each year after establishing resi- 
dence. It was provided that in case 
of commutation, fourteen months’ 
actual residence must be shown. 
The new law provides that the 
may, upon 
proper showing. and only for c- 
matic conditions which may make 
residence on the homestead for 
seven months of a year a hardship, 
reduce the term of residence to six 
months of each year, over a period 
of four years, or to five months 
each year over 4 period of five 
years, The total residence required 
shall in no event exceed twenty- 
five months. 

If the showing is satisfactory, lo- 
cal land officers are authorized to 
forward the application to the Gen- 
eral Land Office with a notation of 
the allowance of the claim. If it ie 
not satisfactory the entryman has 
the usval appeal to the Washington 
authorities. There is no authority 
to allow two absence periods, but 
the five or six months residence 
continuous period. 
Proof on ar entry must be made 
within uve years of its allowance.

this much is certain that when form 
and thought and feeling are blend- 
ed as they were in this recital, Los 
Angeles has reason to pride itself 
on the purpose this organization is 
fulfilling. 

It is the purpose that counts, end 
Speaking from this one hearing. I 
should say that this ensemble aims 
primarily to present expressive mu- 
sic in a beautiful way. And that is 
after one of the highest that can 
be achieved.

* LABOR COVENANT. 

When the Paris conference drafted a 
peace treaty and embodied therein the cove- 
nant of the League of Nations it also adopt- 
ed a tentative agreement for submission to 
the signatories of the league dealing with 
an international adjustment of labor con- 
ditions. In this latter covenant nine prin- 
ciples are recognized and the machinery is 


provided for an annual international con- 


ference and an international labor office. 

But the adoption of this covenant is not 

made binding upon any of the signatories. 

It makes the express provision that: 

Each government may enact the 
terms into law, approve the principle, 

_ but modify them to local needs; leave 
the actual legislation in case of a Fed- 
eral State to local Legislatures (this 
would seem to have special reference 
to the United States;) or reject the con- 
vention altogether without further ob- 
ligation. 

By reason of the reservations made in 
this paragraph any nation can reject the 
whole of the labor covenant and yet sign 
the peace treaty and become a component 
part of the League of Nations. The labor 
covenant will be submitted to Congress 
along with the peace pact, but action upon 
it may be delayed until weightier matters 
in relation to ending the present state of 
war and constituting an international league 
to preserve peace have been settled. 

II. 


HE TIMES its fully in accord with the 

declaration in the preamble that “the 
well-being. physical and moral, of the in- 
dustrial wage-earners is of supreme inter- 
national importance.” But The Times does 
not believe that the Gompers principle of 
settling labor disputes by strikes and vio- 
lence should receive even implied indorse- 
ment from any of the signatories to the 
League of Nations. 

Our confidence in the proposed plan is 
not heightened by a perusal of the Asso- 
ciated Press summary of the nine princi- 
ples which fre posed as fundamentals for 
the adjustment of labor conditions. The 
first of these is a statement that labor 
should not be regarded as a commodity or 
an article of commerce.” It is significant 
to note that, at the very time the finishing 
touches were being given to the labor pro- 
gramme, the United States Circuit Court of 
Appeals handed down a highly-important 
decision relating to the responsibility of 
trade unions, based on the premise that 
there can be no legal distinction between 
the manufactured article and the labor that 
goes into its production. The intent of this 
decision is that THE SAME LAW MUST 
APPLY TO THE EMPLOYER AND THE 
EMPLOYER, that neither can be placed in 
a privileged class. 

III. 

HE TIMES believes that international 

legislation affecting labor conditions 18 
highly desirable. It sincerely trusts that 
the utmost possible advantage may accrue 
to human labor from the present world re- 
adjustment. But it draws a clearly-defined 
distinction between HUMAN labor and 60 
called UNION LABOR. The cause of hu- 
man labor will not be advanced by inter- 
national treaties which embedy as prince 
ples the propaganda of Sam Gompers and 
his union-labor associates. 

During the last two hundred years society 
has conferred many benefits upon the indi- 
vidual, and some injustices. Perhaps the 
greatest injustice is its failure to make ade- 
quate provision for the relief of honest pov- 
erty. In a number of countries economic 
siavery still exists. In some countries cor 
tain classes have lived and labored under 
conditions not far removed from that of 
brutes. The sweatshop has been rightly 
denominated a crime of civilization. The 
question of a living wage is one that should 
appeal to every intelligent, thinking human 
being. The unfair, greedy exploitation of 
human labor should be made an interna- 
tional crime. 

But the first duty of an internationg! la- 
ber conference should be to free labor from 
the yoke of the walking delegate and the 
union-labor boss. The whole of the propa- 
ganda of Gompers et al. is concerned with 
securing higher pay for a certain privileged 
class that is already receiving nearly dou- 
bie the average wage paid for labor. The 
bosses organize into unions the crafts re- 
ceiving the highest pay, for the reason that 


these crafts can afford to pay the highest 


tribute to the walking delegates. They are 
as crue! exploiters of labor as the manu- 
facturer whose goods are largely the prod- 
uct of the sweatshop. 

Civilization must concern itself first with 
conditions under which men and women 
are emp less than a living wage. 
The man who is \receiving an average wage 
of $5 a day must wait for further readjust- 
ment until something definite is done for 
him who receives less than 50 cents a day, 
and there are millſons of them in the world 
at the present time. Gompers et al. seek 
to represent the man at the top. They or 
ganize skilled craftsmen into unions in 
which the membership is limited and say 
to the workman on the outside, “I am holier 
than thou.” To them the very term “indus- 
trial freedom” is abhorrent, for they are 
the aposties of industrial servitude. They 
deny the principle of equal justice to all and 
seek to form an industrial autocracy that 
would quickly become as arrogant and op- 
pressive as any military caste. The prin- 
ciple is faulty and no enduring ameliora- 
tion of labor conditions can be accomplished 
along such lines. 

The Times does not object to collective 
bargaining. It does not object to the or- 
ganization of workmen Yor the purpose of 
improving their conditions and securing by 
lawful means an increase in pay. 

But The Times cannot blind itself to the 
fundamental! principle that the price of la- 
bor must be regulated by the price of the 
products of labor. A Welsh coal miner must 
not expect to receive £300 a year for his 
labor when the coal which he produces in 
twelve months Will not sell in the world’s 
markets for more than £250. A manufac- 
turer cannot afford to pay $4 to a workman 
for producing a hat that wholegaies for but 
$3.00. 

IV. 

EFORE there can be an equitable ad- 

justment of labor conditions, both na- 
tional and international, there must be a 
clearer understanding of the principles in- 
volved. The emplover must see that there 
is something beyond immediate profits, and 
the workman must look at the question from 
other than a purely selfish viewpoint. The 
walking delegate seeks to persuade the 
wage-earner that his employer is his invet- 


erate enemy; that the relation between the | 


two is a struggle for the survival of the 
fittest. But The Times believes that the 
great masses of the membership of the la- 
bor unions are loyal, conscientious citizens 
who have at heart the interests of their 
community and their common country. 
Many of them have been led through lis- 
tering to g ring generalities to approve 
in the past of certain acts and pacts which 
they are now beginning to view in the light 
of a new understanding. These men have 
become alive to the actual conditions un- 
der which they are living; and The Times 
believes that most of them will not be dis- 
posed to submit longer to the bondage of 
adventurers, idlers and boodiers who have 
been preying upon them much as the min- 
tary caste preyed upon the labor and indus- 
try of Germany and Austria. 

America must beware, as each of the Al- 
lied nations must beware, of the indoree- 
ment of international labor bodies which 
can adroitly be converted into soviets for 
the promulgation of the tenets of Bolehe- 
viem and anarchy. it must be remembered 
that the military caste of Germany was 
constantly crying out against autocracy and 
economic servitude. The walking delegates 
are adepts at coining apt phrases to con- 
ceal the real nature of the despotism they 
inflict upon the workmen they organize. 

Tyranny never strikes except in the name 
of human rights. If the international ad- 
justment of labor conditions is to be con- 
ducted under the direction of pers et 
al., then the United States will do well to 
steer clear of it. But if a plan can be 
evoked as equitable and as democratic as 
that embodied in the covenant of the League 
of Nations, if its guiding principle be in- 
dustrial freedom and not economic servi- 
tude—such a plan will be well worthy of 
the consideration of every people who 
joined in the great struggle to free the 
world from military despotism. 


HOULD INDORSE WOODMAN. 

The Times has a high respect for the 
men and women who have formed them- 
selves into, a civic organization known as 
the Association for the Betterment of Pub- 
lic Service. They are public-epirited citt- 
zens who do not belong to the office-holding 
class, who are actuated by no selfish desire 
for personal political preferment, who have 
no axes to grind, but who give their time, 
their services and their money to improve 
conditions for the public good“ 

The association owes its birth to the pub 
lie spirit awakened by the economic war- 
fare waged on the home front against Ger. 
man and Austrian autocracy. The men and 
the women who were sending their sons to 
risk their lives fighting for a humane, moral 
and patriotic principle in rope discovered 
that the light of certain American ideals 
was burning low at home. They found that 
the haphazard method of selecting candi- 
dates provided by the direct primary did 
not result in the nomination of the men 
and women best equipped to give to the 
State and the municipality an efficient gov- 
ernment. 

It was on account of the respect whiten the 
leaders of this association command that 
the association tickets for thé Council 
and for the Board of Education car- 
ried in the primary. The candidate 
backed by the association who failed 
to qualify was Mr. Sylvester Weaver. 
its candidate for Mayor. The conditions 
which led to the indorsement of Mr. Weaver 
were very unusual. Mayor Woodman had 
made an excellent record during the most 
trying period in the history of the city. But 
just as the association was preparing to in- 
dorse candidates he was indicted by a grand 
jury on what proved later to be a trumped- 
up charge, in which he was accused of re- 
ceiving a bribe for the protection of vice. 
There was a grave danger that the trial 
might drag until after the primary and 
that a bewildered electorate might elect an- 
Other candidate who represented many of 
the elements that the association sought to 
keep out of control. To speak plainiy, the 
whole policy of the association is unaltera- 
bly opposed to Snyder and Snyderism, and 
it was to provide an alternate candidate for 
those who did not desire to vote for Mayor 
Woodman until he should be vindicated by 
the courts that Mr. Weaver was induced by 
the association to become a candidate. 

That issue is now dead. The Mayor has 
been gloriously vindicated by the courts and 
by the electorate. He stands before the 
city and the nation with a public and a 
private record devoid of blemish. His de- 
tractors have been confounded and the peo- 
ple know that the attack upon him was an 
attempt to gain with guile an end that could 
notte hotiestly and openly secured. Mr. 
Weaver was eliminated in the primary after 
a handsome showing, and the public nat- 
urally and properly looks to the Association 
for the Betterment of Public Service to 
make a selection between Mr. Woodman 
and Mr. Snyder. The very fact that Mr. 
Snyder's supporters are making strenuous 
efforts to have the association remain neu- 
tral is the most convincing evidence that 
they know the cause of their chief will not 
stand the scrutiny of men and women ac- 
tuated by the high ideals of the membership 
of the Association for the Betterment of 
Public Service. 

The association will hold a meeting on 
Tuesday to consider the situation, and The 
Times believes that at that meeting Mayor 
Woodman should be unanimously indorsed. 
His public record and his associations are 
all that the most exacting member of the 
association can desire. The Times does not 
desire to dictate who shall or who shall not 
be indorsed. 
promote the best interests of the city: and 
when we express the opinion that Mayor 
Woodman should be named, we are voicing 
not only our own convictions, but those of 
scores of public-spirited citizens who have 
written to us asking that we urge upon the 
association the prompt and enthusiastic in- 
dorsement of Frederic T. Woodman for re- 
election as Mayor of Los Angeles.

The straw ballots that have been cast in 
different sections show that it is a cyclone 
and not a zephyr. Even an opponent of 
the league must realize that if a referen-

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would be approved by a vote of five to one. 
Of the league feel that the 
indorsement would be as high as ten to one. 
The Republican politicians who would com- 
mit their party to a rejection of the cove- 
nant and go to the hustings on that ques- 
tion are taking the only absolutely certain 
method of making Woodrow Wilson Presi- 
dent of the United States for a third term. 
If the issue were forced President Wilson 
would be warranted in taking the stump as 
its champion and the people would arise 
and compel his election in spite of himself.

THE WORLD’S NEEDS. 


BY ROSE I. ELLERBE. 


The world needs the League of 
Nations and the settled peace which 
must follow the final acceptance of 
this great compact. It needs stable 
government, based upon the will of 
the majority, carried out for the good 
of the greatest number, with justice 
for all. It needs to get back to set- 
tled conditions of industry and 
trade; normal order and comfort; to 
a state where educational develop- 
ment and cultural advance are possi- 
ble. 

But all of these things—from the 
government of the nation to the in- 
dividual development of the child— 
are dependent upon the minds and 
character of the people who make up 
the citizenship of the country. And 
ar we look at the Christian nations 
ef the world today we find that the 
great masses of people are unset- 
tied, restless, at sea in their own 
minds. They are like ships without 
anchor or rudder. The beliefs and 
the ideals of the church and of the 
religion which once furnished them 
with guide and ballast bave been 
thrown aside for the mbst part. The 
masses have either @iscarded the 
religion of the ch or are blind- 
ly subservient to traditional forms 
which have lost their vitality. 

The old faith in rewards and pun- 
‘shments in heaven and hell no long- 
er controls human action. And as 
yet no new and more enlightened in- 
terpretation of God's relation to man 
and man’s standing with the Su- 
preme Being has fully taken the 
place of the old teaching. The sat- 
isfaction of physical necessities and 
desires has become the great con- 
trolling force in the lives of man- 
kind, unguided even by the fear of 
God and a future existence. The 
church, in its various forms profess- 
ing to represent Christ and his teach- 
ings in the world, has to some ex- 
tent lost its hold upon the minds of 
many people, because it has ceased 
to satisfy. Neither its practice of 
the word it preaches nor its inter- 
pretation of the message of its great 
Teacher has kept pace with the de- 
veloping thought of the world. 

Today humanity's greatest need is 
a faith that shall be a guiding force 
in life; a faith which shall make hu- 
man beings something more than 
mere animals, satisfying or suffering 
in body and in mind. Humanity 
reeds an interpretation and an un- 
derstanding of God and of the simple 
basic teachings of Christ — “Thou 
ghalt love the Lord thy God with all 
thy heart and all thy soul and with 
all thy mind,” and “Thou shalt love 
thy neighbor as thyself.” 

A living belief in God as the Su- 
preme Good and Guide of life must 
become the foundation of human ac- 
tion, before the storm-tossed peo- 

zes, drifting into anarchy, Solshe-. 
vism, atheism and the gross mate- 
riallam of Teutonic kultur“ will 
again head toward a settled and or- 
derly existence under an ostablished 
government. 

The church, if it fs to be a vital 


der of things, will be obliged to 
throw overboard its deadweight of 
cogmas and doctrines, of forms and 
distinctions. It will have to put 
aside sectarianism and the struggle 
for power and for wealth. it will 
bave to preach the simple gospel of 
Christ and reach the world first by 
living the*gospel it preaches. 

There are many indications that 
the Christian chureh, in its various 
branches, is recognizing these facts 
and is attempting to reach a higher 
standard of efficiency by simplifying 
its complications and concentrating 
its teaching upon the great princi- 
ples of Christianity—the Fatherhood 
of God and the Brotherhood of Man. 

The League of Nations is a great 
forward move in world history. It 
will help to create conditions where- 
in the human race may attain to new 
standards and advancement. But its 
power and its permanency depend 
upon the uprais'ng of the individual 
unit; upon the creation and accept- 
ance of a new faith in the worid-ald 
aud all-embracing truths upon which 
the Christian and all other true re- 
ligions are founded.
